Camera notes: 

Q Do not store or use the camera in the following types of 
locations: 

• In 曰 place where the camera can be exposed directly to 
the sunlight or subject to high temperature, e.g. Inside a 
closed car in summer. 

• In 曰 place where the camera is subject to 曰 high magnetic 
field, e.g. near motors, transformers or magnets. 

Q If the camera will not be used fora long period of time, we 
suggest you remove the battery and the memory card. 

Q If you carry the camera suddenly from a cold location to a 
warm place, moisture may condense inside the camera. We 
suggest you wait for a while before turing on the camera. 

Q No compensation for loss of recordings. Loss of recordings 
cannot be compensated for if a malfunction of your camera 
or recording media, etc. makes the playback of recordings not 
possible. 

Q To maintain the camera's waterproof feature, ensure that no 
foreign material interfere with the proper closing of the bat¬ 
tery door.

Water & Dust Proof 

• The camera has JIS/IEC waterproof grade 8 (IPX8) and 
JIS/IEC dustproof grade 6 (IPX6). (It is tested according to 
GE testing condition, but no guarantee to say there is no 
damage or failure happened at all). 

• The accessories included with the camera have no 
waterproof function. 

Precautions Before Using 

1. Please make sure that the battery cover is locked tightly. 

2. Waterproof rubber and its contact surface shouldn't have 
scratch or foreign material between them. 

3. Waterproof rubber with scratch shouldn't be used in water. 

4. Neither open and close the battery cover when you are 
close to water and sea, nor do that by wet hands. 

5. Do not use the camera in a thermal spring. 

6. In water camera may sink down. A wrist strap and similar 
objects can let the camera not sink. 

Prec 曰 utions When Using 

1. Don't use the camera below 5 meters underwater. 

2. Don't use the camera underwater more than 2 hours. 

3. Don,t jump into water suddenly. The battery cover may be 
opened after the camera is impacted. 

4. Don't open the battery cover underwater. 

5. When the camera is under strong vibration, pressure or 
impact, please go to the sales point or our company's 
service site for consultation. 


Maintenance Precautions After Using 

1. Don't open the battery cover after water falls into the 
camera. In this case, wipe out the camera with a clean and 
dry clothing without loose fiber. 

2. When the battery cover is opened, there may be water 
drops in the internal of battery cover and on the contact 
surface of camera body, please make sure to dry it out. 

3. After using the camera in the water (including sea water) 
or places with sands, mud and other foreign materials, put 
it into container with clean water for cleaning as earlier as 
you can. After cleaning, wipe out the camera with a clean 
and dry clothing without loose fiber, then confirm if the 
bottoms and other function still can work normally. 

4. If there are dusts, sands and other foreign materials mixed 
with the waterproof rubber and its contact surface, please 
wipe it out with a clean and dry clothing without loose 
fiber. 

5. Don't use chemical agent during maintenance. And, 
silicone grease can't be coated on the waterproof rubber. 

6. When it is stored, do not interfuse any sands and other 
foreign materials on the waterproof rubber and its contact 
surface. 

Waterproof rubber with scratches and cracks is 
potential to introduce water into camera. In this case, 
please go to the sales point or our company's service 
site for repairing or requesting to replac it with a new 
waterproof rubber.

Charging the battery 


1. Place the battery into the charger as shown. 

2. Plug the one end of the connecting cable (plug adapter) into 
the charger base (the plug adapter may vary in different 
countries, please subject to the actual object). 

3. Plug the other end of the connecting cable into a the wall 
outlet.

Lecive the battery to charge until the charger light turns 
green. (To maximize battery life, the first charge should 
be at least 4 hours)

Insert the Battery and SD/SDHC Card (not included) 


1. Open the battery compartment.

2. Insert the battery while observing the correct polarity. Use 
the side of battery to press down the stopper as shown, 
allowing the battery to be inserted properly. 
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3. Insert an SD/SDHC card (not included) into the memory 4. Close the battery compartment, 

card slot as shown.

Battery capacity decreases with usage. 



Optional SD/SDHC cards are not included. The use 
of 64MB to 16GB memory cards from recognized 
manufacturers such as SanDisk, Panasonic and Toshiba 
is recommended for reliable data storage. 



To remove the SD/SDHC card, open the battery 
compartment and gently push the card downward to 
release it. Pull the card carefully. 



Do not open the battery door underwater 



Make sure the camera is completely dry before opening 
the battery compartment. 


Turning on and off 


Press the Power button to turn the camera on. To turn off the 
camera, press the Power button again.

About the LCD screen 


When you turn the camera on, various icons are shown on the 
LCD screen to indicate the current camera settings and status. 
To learn more about the displayed icons, see "LCD Screen 
display" on page 26. 

LCD Screen notes: 

High-precision technology had been used to manufacture 
the LCD screen so that most of the pixels are operational for 
use. However, there may be some minute points (black, white, 
red, blue or green) that constantly appear on the LCD screen. 
These points are normal in the manufacturing process and the 
recording is not affected in any way. 



If the LCD monitor is damaged, take particular care 
with the liquid crystal in the monitor. If any of the 
following situations arise, take the urgent action 
indicated. 


• If liquid crystal comes in contact with your skin, wipe the 
area with a cloth and then wash thoroughly with soap and 
running water. 

• If liquid crystal gets into your eye. flush the affected eye 
with clean water for at least 15 minutes and then seek 
medical assistance. 

• If liquid crystal is swallowed, flush your mouth thoroughly 
with water. Drink large quantities of water and induce 
vomiting. Then seek medical assistance. 
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BASIC OPERATION 


Shooting in Auto mode 



Auto mode is the easiest mode to take photos. While 
operating in this mode, the camera automatically optimizes 
your photos for best results. 


To start shooting, do the following: 

1. Press Power to turn the camera on. 

2. In the Mode menu, select the Auto mode ( 0). 

3. Compose your picture on the LCD screen and press the 
Shutter button halfway to focus on the subject. 

4. When the subject is in focus, the green colored focus frame 
appears on the center of the LCD screen. 

5. Press Shutter fully to capture the image. 
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Using the zoom function 


Your camera is equipped with two types of zoom: optical zoom 
and digital zoom. Press the Zoom button on either the Wide 
orTele position of the camera to zoom Wide orTeleon your 
subject while taking pictures.

When the optical zoom factor reaches its maximum value, 
it stops momentarily. Keep pressing down the Tele position

Using the flash 


Press the Right/Flash button to go to the flash setting menu. 
Press Up/Down button to switch between the six flash modes.

Camera flash fires automatically based on existing 
light conditions. 

• Flash: Red-eye reduction 

The camera fires a brief flash before the picture is 
taken to reduce red-eye effects. 

• 4 Flash: Forced flash 

Flash always fires.

Flash is turned off. 

• お Flash: Slow Synchro 

This allows you to take pictures of people at night 
that clearly show both your subjects and the night 
time backdrop. 

• fe Flash: Red-Eye + Slow Synchro 

Use this mode for slow synchro shots with red-eye 
reduction. 


Using the self-timer/Multiple shots 


To enable the self-timer, press the Right/Flash button then 
Left/Right button to go to the self-timer setting menu. Choose 
between the 2-sec, 10-sec, Continuous Shot, or Self-timer Off 
by using the Up/Down button.

In Macro Mode, you can capture subject details at close range ： 
press the Left/Right button to go to the Macro Mode after 
getting into the setting menu by pressing the Right/Flash 
button. Switch between Macro and Macro Off by pressing the 
Up/Down button.

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Exposure compensation 


The exposure compensation allows you to adjust the 
background brightness to produce the best result of photos. 
To change the exposure values, do the following: 

1.Press the Right/Flash button and Left/Right button to go 
to the exposure setting menu. 



2. Adjust the image exposure between EV -2.0 and EV +2.0 
with the Up/Down button. 






Advanced function menu (Quick menu setup) 


WB (White Balance) 

The white balance allows user to adjust the color temperature 
under different light source to ensure faithful color 
reproduction. 

(The WB setting is only available when the camera is in the 
の Manual mode).

On the other hand, a lower ISO value is needed when 
in bright conditions. 

(The ISO setting is only available when the camera is in the 
の Manual mode). 

To set the ISO value, do the following:

2. Use the Left/Right navigation buttons to go to the ISO 
function.

Quality 

The quality setting adjusts the compression ratio of the 
images. Higher quality settings give better photos, but will 
take up more memory space. 

To set the image quality, do the following: 

1. Press the 鑛 button to enter the Function menu. 

2. Use the Left/Right navigation buttons to go to the 
Quality function. 



3. Use the Up/Down navigation buttons to select a desired 
setting. Three options are available. 

• CS Quality: Best

4. Use the Left/Right buttons to select other options, or press 
the 轉 button once to confirm your selection and exit the 
current menu.

The size setting refers to the image resolution in pixels. A 
higher image resolution allows you to print that image in 
larger sizes without degrading the image quality.

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2. Hold the camera steadily and aim at the subject. The 
optimum scene mode will be identified automatically. 

3. Press the Shutter button halfway down to focus.
